POAXANE, Aug. 2.—The forest 
supervisors office .of Wallace, 


idaho, tonightdeclined to give out 
a statement of the number of its fire 
fighters known to be dead, saying the 
books were in confusion. 

The Missoula office says eighty-six 
were known to be dead. Ranger Hol- 
lingshead’s twenty-three men are 
placed in the missing iist, whereas 
eighteen of the men are dead and 
buried, hence the official list of dead 
foresters is 104.

Th United States Corporation 
will group these heuses. The homes 
will range in cost from $2500 to $10,- 
000, the more .expensive ones “being for 
the foremen and department heads. 
This contract aggregates 1,000,000. 
Even the roofs on the houses are to 
be of concrete. 

The homes are to be the -most at- 
tractive in Lake county, and will be 
far superior to the other houses 
erected by the steel corporation for the 
stee] mill employés. 

Their construction is being closely 
watched, and should the first batch be 
a success, the American Bridge Com- 
pany will erect 300 of the same kind 
in another part of the city for the use 
of its workers. 

The American Sheet Steel and Tin 
Plate Company } » have a total of 
9% mills under operation. Six units 
will constitute the plant, and the first 
unit of 16 mills will be completed by 
the middle of the winter. 

As the other units are started, new 
houses will be built, and it is expected 
that this company alone will spend 
more than $10,000,000 for the houses of 
its Gary employés.

‘New York Health Board Will Require 
Doctors to Cite Cases of Infantile 
Paralysis,

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—Infantile pa- 
ralysis shortly will be added to the list 
of communicable diseases that must be 
reported by all private practitioners 
and public hospitals to the New York 
Health Board. 

Only one-tenth of those affected die, 
} but nearly all who recover are crippled 
for life. 

Dr. Walter Bensel, sanitary superin- 
tendent, will make a determined effort 
to collect data regarding the disease, 
of which little is known at present. 

“It is only within a short time,” he 
says, ‘that the disease has been ciassi- 
fled as communicable. It's most dan- 
gerous period, and that in which it is 
most communicable, is in its initial 
stage, when the patient has a high 
fever. | 

“How the disease is communicated 
from one. ,»human being to another we 
do not know, and we can give abso- 
lutely no advice as to guarding against 
it. As a genera] rule, however, fresh 
air is as good a defectant as there is, 
and the child is in mtich less danger 
— in the open than shut up in the 

ouse,”’

Naval Has Made} 
Recent Discoveries, 


He ‘Addresses Materialists’ 
Association. 
Evolves New Theory on Sid- 
ereal Universe. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESG NIGHT REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug 26.—Prof. 
T. J. J. See, U.S.N., in charge of the 
naval astronomical observatory at 
Mare Island, addressed the Popular 
educational society, known as the Ma- 
terialists’. Association, tonight, and an- 
nounced the completion of his re- 
Searches in cosmical evolution, to 
which he has devoted ten years of his 
time. 

He stated his investigations have 
evolved a new and improved theory 
of the sidereal universe. One of the 
points attached to the discovery that 
the gregation of the nebulae away 
from the Milky Way, with maximum 
accumulation near the poles of, the 
galaxy, is the resuit of the action of 
repulsive forces under which fire, 
cosmical dust, expelled from the stars, 
is driven as far away from th® Milky 
Way as possible. 

According to the speaker, science had 
not heretofore put forth any general 
theory of the origin and distribution of 
the nebulae. The result of a decade 
of study has. shown that the nebulae 
are formed from dust expelled from the 
stars, while the stars in turn, are 
formed from the condensation of the 
nebulae. 

The noted scientist. claimed his 
theory of cosmical evolution involved 
the action of beth attractive and re- 
pulsive forces and had enabled him to 
explain all classes of heavenly bodies. 

Prof. See's concluding argument 
was that the planets now shown to 
revolve about the fixed stars are it- 
Labited by some kind of intelligent 
beings so that life is unquestionably 
a seneral phenomenon of the universe. 

Men of science must admit that Jife 
is general on the countiess worlds re- 
volving about the fixed stars, said the 
astronomer, of else concede that life 
upon earth is an accident and a mis- 
take, existing for hundreds of milliors 
of years in direct violation of the laws 
of nature. 

Life flourishing on the earth and be- 
lieved to exist on Mars and Venus is 
but a drop in :the Pacific Ocean as 
compared to that flourishing on the 
thor sands of billions of habitable 
worlds now definitely proved to re- 
volve about the fixed stars, said See.

The Washington .Forest Fire Asso- 
ciation has also sent messages to the’ 
commercial bodies of Portland, Ta- 
coma and other northwestern cities, 
askimg them to join in the request for 
rain-making assistance. 

The joint telegram sent to the Presi- 
dent says: 

-‘“War Department telegraphs ob- 
jections to the cost of firing heavy 
guns on Pacific Coast of $10,000 for 
each discharge. We respectfully sub- 
mit that forest fire organizations are 
spending $20,000 per day and unorgan- 
ized efforts are costing vastly more. 
Increasing fires jeopardize three thous- 
and million dollars worth of standing 
timber in Washington alone. The air 
is full of smoke and moisture here, 
and conditions are ideal for a rain- 
producing trial. We earnestly hope 
your excetiency will favorably act on 
our request.” : 

In spite of the attitude of the War 
Department, the business men of Se- 
‘attie and Tacoma, and officials of the 
Forest Fire Association believe if 
sufficient pressure is brought to bear 
the request will be granted. To that 
end they have started a deluge of 
messages to Washington and to Bev- 
erly. 
id the meantime hundreds of men, 
under the direction of forest rangers 
and State fire wardens, are working 
desperately to control the flames that 
are gradually approaching numerous 
towns and villages in the foothills of 
the mountains.

THRILLING STORY OF 
LIFE BATTLE IN MINES.

Aug. 26.—George 
Ryan of Toronto, Can., one of the thir- 
ty men imprisoned in the War Eagle 
mine Saturday night, of whom six per- 
ished, said today:

“We tried to block up the entrance 
of the tunnel with blankets, but the 
fire burned them off as fast as we > ut 
them up. The flamés licked in fifteen 
feet from the mouth like a blast. The 
smoke was suffocating. \About an hour 
and a half after we had been in the 
tunnel, Pulaski, who was nearest the 
meuth, lost consciousness. 

“Two men who got scared and rolled 


instead of keeping by the edge or on 
the floor, died across my knees. 

“Nearly all of us, during the six 
hours, were lying in water that dripped 
from the roof and walls of the tunnel. 

“When the fire finally passed and the 
tunnel cleared a little, nearly half of 
us were unconscious. The eyes of the 
others were gummed together from 
smoke and tears so that we could 
hardly open them, and five were dead. 

“We found a sixth man, burned to a 
crisp, a short distance up the creek 
from the tunnel, and we don’t know 
where the other members of the party 
are. The two horses were nearly suf- 
focated and their eyes were falling out 
of their heads. We had to shoot 
them." 


MAY NEVER KNOW THE 
FULL LIST OF DEAD. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SPOKANE (Wash.) Aug. 26.—George 
Biberstoh, owner of a mine on Placer 
Creek, southeast of Wallace, declared 
today, after his return from the creek, 
that the number killed in the forest 
fires would never be known, 

“In going through the bare woods,” 
he said, ‘‘one comes upon a few charred 
bones lying on the black ground. That 
is all there is left of a settler or. 
fire-fighter. Reports which are sent 
out from Idaho are not exaggerated 
in the least. 

“Crazed by heat and smoke, many of 
the men who are fighting fires are 
hardiy responsigie for -what they do. 
A large number who. have lost their 
lives have been caught in the path 
of fires because they did not realize 
their peril. 

“Harvey Bertram, a deputy ranger, 
who has done invaluable service in 
fighting fires, had much difficulty in 
holding a part of his half-crazed men. 
Believing that they were being trapped; 
one or two of his party threatened to 
commit suicide rather than be burned 
to death. At times Bertram was able 
to control them only at the point of 
a rifle. He lined up his men and 
said he would shoot the first one ‘that 
deserted the ranks. It was only by 
this means that he was able to save 
them.”"

The coffee crop 
always was mortgaged to the mer- 
chant at the little village where he 
bought his few necessities. This small 
dealer, In return for credit from im- 
porters and other business firms at 
San Juan or Ponce, would promise to 
turn over the coffee crop when it was 
harvested. Thus the coffee was passed 
along, the grower getting a little to 
his credit, the small merchant deliver- 
ing it to the importer to whom he 
owed money. The last handler always 
made money. 

“The hurricane of 1899 blew the cof- 
fee trees down. As the laborer owed 
money, and the crop which had been 
destroyed had been mortgaged, there 
was nothing left for him to do but to 
move into town and abandon his hill- 
side home. The change in the currency 
of the island to a gold basis and the 
impetus given to the sugar industry 
after the American occupation gave 
the laborer steadier employment at a 
better price. The opening of = the 
schools also comignenng him to live as 
close to a town as possible, that his 
children might receive an education. 
The deserted coffee lands passed into 
the possession of the wealthy men by 
the foreclosure of mortgages. Trees 
had to be replanted. The coffee in- 
dustry has not reached the point in 
importance which # occupied before 
1899, although it ts growing slowly. 
However, it is almost altogether In 
the hands of wealthy proprietors 
now.”

PORTO RICO COFFEE CROP. 


Industry Was Reorganized by a Storm 
and is Now in Hands of Wealthy 
Proprietors. 

“Jt is not often that an entire in- 
dustry of a country is reorganized as 
the 
been the case in Porto Rico,” said FIl- 
mer Trask, an American citizen now 
in business in San Juan, while discuss- 
ing with the Baltimore American the 
business opportunities of the island 

“The hurricane of 1899 put the cof- 
fec-arowing industry of Porto Rico on 
an entirety different basis. In the 
days of Spanish rule, coffee was known 
as the ‘poor man’s crop.” The business 
now is in the hands of a few wealthy 
persons and firms. Such few pieces of 
land as are being worked by laborers 
on their own account cut a small 
ure in the total. The poor man who 
has not steady employment on _ the 
plantations has moved into or near the 
towns, 

“Coffee trees were originally planted 
on the uplands and hilltops. Such 
lands at that time had little value, as 
the principal crops of sugar and tobac- 
co grew in the lowlands, the property 
usually of the big proprietors. These 
coffee trees were cultivated by labor- 
ers. who could not find employment 
during the whole year in the big plan- 
tations. These men would go to the 
uplands during the dull season and 
tend their coffee trees. The laborer’s 
wife and children would be his as- 


sistants in gathering the crop. No one

Specializing is an important factor 
nowadays. To succeed an athiete must 
only go in for his special event. Twen- 
ty years ago a competiter could com- 
pete in three or tour events and win 
This is an unusual feat in the present 
decade. In 1880 Lon Myers captured | 
four American championships in one 
day, winning the 190 yards in 10 2-5s. 
220 yards in 23 3-5s8., 449 yards in 52s, 
and the 880 yards in 2m. 4 3-5s., a won- 
dérful performance. 

This feat could hardly he repeated 
in these days. 

It must not be inferred that the old- 
timer is being belittled, as the present- 
day athlete acquired most of his early 
knowledge from the athlete of the ‘80s, 
but the records show conclusively a 
decided improvement has been made 
in the sport, and will continue so long 
as track and field games are held.

This is a wonderful story, and it is 
impossible to read it without conflict- 
ing emotions. It is at once character- 
ized by remarkable evidences of tri- 
umph and equally remarkable evi- 
Gences of sadness and of sorrow.

Ere He was de- 
livered up to His enemies, He had sol- 
emn and awful business on hand, the 
nation had rejected Him, He was about 
to céme into final conflict with the rul- 
ers, in the process of which He would 


“solemnly and officially reject them and 


the nation. He opened the way for all 
this by the manner of His entry. It 
was caiculated to draw attention t» 
His presence among the people, and to 
provoke the rulers to the doings of 
the last things according to the “deter- 
counsel and foreknowledge of 

The events tat are to be observed 
mort carefully, and the first matter is 
that of the actualentry tothe city. It 
was in every sense remarkable and ar- 
resting. Christ rode on the colt pro- 
vided under the constraint of His own 
will, immediately surrounded by His 
@iscipies, and accompanied by a great 
concourse of people: The multitude 
Which had followed him along the 
Whole journey, almost assuredly there. 
fore for the most part Galileans, were 
more sympathetic than the Jerusalem 
crowds. It was the multitude which 
raised the cry, “Hoeanna to the Son cf 
David: biessed is He that cometh in 
the ngme of the Lord; Hosanna in the 
highest.” There have been various in- 
terpretations of the meaning of this 
Hevrew word “Hosapna.” It is com- 
posea of two words, the root idea of 
one being that of salvation, and the 
other an exclamation, variously ren- 
dered “now,” or “oh,” in other ways, 
It 


of the crowd to Christ, “Save now.” 
This, however, does not ‘seem to ex- 
actly suit the occasion or to express 
the thought. It was more probably an 
appeal to Jerusalem, to receive Him. 
If, as & has been suggested, the word 
“save has in it the thought of being 
it is as though the 
crowds cried, “Be propitious to the Son 
of’ David, receive Him.” Thus He was 
acclaimed as Messiah in Jerusaiem, by 
a multitade of those who came from 
Galllee of the nations, a people provia- 
clal, contaminated by Gentile tnfiu- 
ences, and held in contempt by the 
Metropolitan Hebrews. The procession 
passed through the streets to the Tem- 
pie. Jesus entered its sacred precincts,

The 
startling statement was made at the 
Edinburgh Conference that Islam is 
making more converts than Christian- 
ity. The zealous propaganda of Mo- 
hammedanism has not been realized by 
Christendom, which has been content 
to believe that this conflict ended with 
the Crusades. The issue is a living one. 
It must be faced by all whose Chris- 
tianity is a living thing. No consider- 
ation of the future of Christianity in 


of account. 


Asia, it must never be forgotten, is 
the land of the Savior’s birth. If one 
continént Means more to him than any 
other, then is is surely the place of his 
own nativity, the land where he spent 
his earthly life, and beyond whose 
borders he never wandered, after his 
parents had brought him up from 
Egypt. that ts the object of his 
especial solitude. The faith which 
Christendom once got from Asia it to- 
day owes to Asia. 


A hackneyed objection to the pro- 
mulgation of Christianity in Asia is 
that the Asiatic nations have their in- 
digenous religions and that Christian- 
ity is a western faith. This is simply 
not true: Christianity, like the Juda- 
jam of which it sprung. wag born In 
Asia, and won its earliest and great- 
est victories there. More than that 
the greatest present conquests of the 
Christian religion are today being 
achieved in the East. The most clear- 
ly marked evidences of the vitality of 
the gospel are now being witnessed in 
Korea, China and India... The New 
Testament marks of discipleship show 
with clearness in these new friends of 
Jesus, who, like the Asiatics Peter and 
Paul and John and James, confess him 
the face of persecution and hard-.

Abra- 
ham Reel, former Councilman, declares 
that he saw Bane a few days ago 
en the San Fernando road, and spoke 
to him. The absconder was in an au- 
tomobile at the time, and hung his 
head when Reel spoke. Chief of Po- 
lice Barretto believes Reel's eyes must 
have deceived him. The officers think 
Bane is traveling In foreign lands. 

SURVEYORS AT WORK.
